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JUSTICE? 


A MUM has branded the justice system 
a disgrace after her autistic son was 
beaten up and then told he could not 
press charges because of his disability. 

Jo Meredith claims court chiefs are not pros¬ 
ecuting the thug who attacked her 14-year-old 
son Paul because his condition, which affects 
his speech, might cause him to break down 
under cross examination. 

Paul suffered bruises and a black eye after he was 
assaulted while taking his pet dog for a walk in 
Harlow. It was the third time he has been beaten up in 
separate unprovoked attacks. 

Police video-interviewed the youngster to build a 
case to prosecute but officers have now confirmed 
the Crown Prosecution Service has dropped the case. 

Miss Meredith (32), of Rivermill, said the decision 
was madness. “I was told that because Paul is autistic 
they felt he wouldn’t hold up well on the stand and

that the CPS is not going to deal with the case,’ 
told the Star. 

“It is an absolute disgrace. Paul has got a lot better 
and sometimes his speech is unclear but I saw the 
video and he was fine.” 

She added: “It’s no wonder there are teenagers out 
there who don’t have any respect for the justice sys¬ 
tem because they know they can do something and 
not be punished. My son is the only one who has suf¬ 
fered.” 

Police confirmed they arrested a suspect after the 
attack, which happened on August 21, but released 
them without charge. 

Miss Meredith says she now intends to seek legal 
advice regarding the situation. 

The Star put the allegations to the CPS but, at the 
time of going to press, it had failed to respond.

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Skateboarders' 
joy as new park 
gets go-ahead 

AFTER two decades of 
campaigning, Harlow Town Park 
is all set for a state-of-the-art 
skate park. 

Planning chiefs have 
unanimously agreed to give the 
808 sq m facility the go-ahead. 
The £300,000 park, close to 
Burnt Mill school, will have the 
luxury of floodlights, CCTVJ new 
fencing and landscaping to create 
different levels. 

The decision has been welcomed 
by skaters who filled the public 
gallery on Tuesday to watch the 
plans being passed by Harlow 
Council’s planning committee. 
Harlow Skateboard Association 
chairman Steve Hemming (31), 
one of the park’s designers and 
owner of Wych Elm skate shop 
Motel 6, said after the meeting: 
“The kids are at last going to 
have a place of their own with no 
more hassle from shoppers and 
the police. 

“This has been 20 years in the 
waiting and the result is a 
wicked, customised street set-up 
which is absolutely unique. The 
area it’s being built on is perfect 
as there is little wind and it is a 
safe environment for people of 
all abilities. 

“It’s even going to have grass 
mounds where people can chill 
out between sessions.” 

Mr Hemming attended his first 
meeting for a permanent skate 
park in 1989, joining a campaign 
which had already been buoyant 
for several years. 

Council environment and 
community chairwoman Eleanor 
Macy said afterwards: “A 
common concern of local 
residents is that there are not 
enough facilities for young 
people, so a new permanent skate 
park facility will help meet that 
concern.” 

The project, which has been part 
funded by a £57,500 Sport 
England grant, is due for 
completion early next year. 

Ram-raiders hit 
building society 

A BUILDING society premises 
was partly demolished when 
crooks smashed into it with 
heavy farm machinery. 

Police believe the ram-raid at 
Nationwide, in Knight Street, 
Sawbridgeworth, was carried 
out by thieves driving a digger 
or tractor, who drove into the 
branch in a bid to steal its cash 
machine. 

Nothing was taken in the raid, 
which happened in the early 
hours of Sunday morning, and 
it is understood the machine 
was empty due to the influx of 
visitors to the town’s farmers 
market on Saturday.

Square to make 
way for housing 


HARLOW’S premier live music venue 
The Square is to be demolished. 

It was confirmed this week the building in 
Fourth Avenue, along with the former YWCA 
hostel next door, will be razed to make way 
for a new housing development. 

The plug is due to be pulled within the next 
year, with Essex County Council already being 
served notice to quit the premises by August 2008. 

A spokeswoman for Blackwater Housing, lease 
owner of the site, said the decision was made 
because the building had fallen into severe disre¬ 
pair. 

“It has been agreed - in partnership with 
English Partnerships who own the freehold and 
Harlow District Council - that the existing 
schemes should be demolished and the site re¬ 
developed to provide affordable, residential 
accommodation in a landmark building,” she said. 

The news has rocked supporters of the venue 
who are planning to fight tooth and nail to keep 
alive the spirit of The Square, which has launched 
the careers of many bands and hosted such high 
profile acts as Coldplay and Supergrass. 

Square One, a limited liability partnership 
which includes former technical manager Richard 
Holgarth, has been set up with the aim of taking 
over and turning round the ailing venue to increase 
the chances of it being replaced.

“If we can make it a success in the final few 
months then we have a real case for its replace¬ 
ment,” said Mr Holgarth. 

He was also deeply critical of the county coun¬ 
cil for imposing decisions such as a ban on alcohol 
which, he claims, were intentionally devised to 
make the venue unworkable. 

MP Bill Rammell is now calling on the county 
council to speed up the handover of The Square to 
the partnership and on Blackwater bosses to 
rethink their plans. “At a time when people are 
concerned about anti-social behaviour among 
youngsters, the idea that we allow something as 
valuable as The Square to just go down the pan is 
ridiculous.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said the authori¬ 
ty had not entered into any agreement with either 
English Partnerships or Blackwater regarding the 
demolition of the sites. 

“The council is aware of the proposals but 
the association will need to apply for planning per¬ 
mission through the normal channels,” he said.

Robbery and GBH charges dropped 


A MAN accused of robbery and 
grievous bodily harm has walked free 
from court after the charges were 
dropped. 

Martin Pink (26), of Church End, 
Harlow, had been due to face trial 
after he denied robbing Linda Grover 
of a mobile phone and Robert Cliff of 
cigarettes, plus assaulting Mr Cliff. 

But prosecutor Richard Paxton 
told Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday that the Crown no longer 
wished to pursue the charges. 


Pink was sentenced to two months 
imprisonment after admitting com¬ 
mon assault against Ayeobeji 
Sofekun, but Judge David Turner 
said he would be released immediate¬ 
ly as he had already spent three 
months remanded in custody,. 

The court heard that on June 13, 
Miss Grove, Mr Cliff and Pink, who 
were all known to each other, had 
been at The Hare pub, in Hare Street, 
Harlow. Later, when Miss Grove and 
Mr Cliff were on their way home, 


Pink approached them on his bicycle 
and an incident ensued. 

Bystander Mr Sofekun tried to 
intervene but Pink became abusive 
towards him threatening: “I’m going 
to get your kids. I’ve got mates who 
are going to get you,” before punch¬ 
ing him in the face. 

Defence counsel Matthew Gowan 
said Mr Sofekun, who was credited 
by the judge for his “public spirited¬ 
ness and courage”, had been attempt¬ 
ing to make a citizen’s arrest on Pink.

Rise and fall of the 
Sunvic Simmerstat 


T HE post war housing 
boom provided 
British industry with 
a much-needed boost and 
Harlow’s growing 
employment base was no 
exception. 

Amongst it all was Sunvic 
Controls, which in 1952 
became one of the first firms 
to move to the town. 

That was the year when John 
Sapsford joined it as a production 
engineer. “The company had built 
up a reputation around the 
Simmerstat, a device widely used 
for controlling the hotplate 
temperatures on domestic 
cookers,” he explained. 

“With typically five Simmerstats 
per cooker and with all the new 
houses being built to make up for 
losses during the war, the demand 
was considerable. 

“But the move to a newly-built 
factory in Harlow was prompted 
by a desire to expand into other 
types of control instrumentation 
for newly-developing industries.” 
Mr Sapsford, of Sayesbury Road, 
Sawbridgeworth, remembered how 
his first task was to analyse a large 
pile of diagrams of American- 
designed pneumatic instruments 
and get them into production. He 
faced pressure from the firm's 
sales force which was busy 
finding customers before Sunvic 
even had anything to sell! 

“There were all sorts of problems,” 
he recalled. “Materials were called 
for that few people had experience 



of working. We found that some 
parts, correctly made to drawings, 
would not assemble. It was a 
challenging, interesting, hectic and 
personally very rewarding time.” 
Unfortunately the insatiable 
demand for Sunvic’s products did 
not equate to financial success and 
soon after the firm was taken over 
by Associated Electrical 
Industries. 

“This was very much an 
accountant-led organisation which 
sought to control by a series of 
ratios,” said Mr Sapsford. “AEI 
accountants could not, or would 
not, see that Sunvic was expanding 
at a rapid rate and the orders being 
placed at any one time related to 
the anticipated output for the year 
ahead. 

“It came to a head when AEI 
issued a directive to the Sunvic 
purchasing department to stop all 
deliveries for three months and 
halve all outstanding orders. When 
I found out, I had a fruitless 
argument with the managing 
director.” 

Mr Sapsford resigned in 1956, 
leaving as his parting shot a report 
on the dangers of the company's 
financial policy. 

“I had some satisfaction knowing 
later that my prophecies had been 
confirmed by fact but was sad to 
see this lead to the virtual demise 
of this very promising concern.”

“They did trick 
riding and used to draw 
good crowds at the local 
fetes.” 

She added: “Sid’s family 
also ran Wright’s Stores, a 
popular shop in Potter 
Street.”

THE grieving parents of the Har¬ 
low soldier killed by friendly fire in 
Afghanistan say they have been 
overwhelmed by messages of sym- 
pathy. 

John and Lisa Foster have drawn 
strength and support from the dozens of 
tributes paid to their 19-year-old son 
Robert on the Star website. 

The former Mark Hall School pupil was one 
of three soldiers killed when a US plane 
bombed their position during close-quarter 
fighting. 

Comrades Private Aaron McClure (19) and 
Private John Thrumble (21) were also killed 
when an American FI5, called in to support 
ground troops, mistakenly dropped a bomb on 
British forces on August 23.

Events surrounding the incident are now the 
subject of a military investigation. 

Private Foster had been serving in the coun¬ 
try since March after joining the Army in April 
last year. 

Thanking readers for their messages, his 
father John (47), of Great Plumtree, Harlow, 
described the past two weeks as a rollercoaster 
ride. 

“Every now and again you read something 
on the website and it really hits home that peo¬ 
ple are taking the time to sit down and write 
these sorts of things,” he said. 

“Some of the words written make me cry 
every time. We have said it before that we like 


our kids to be well-liked, but this has really 
taken us back.” 

Private Foster enjoyed a two-week rest break 
with his mum, dad and sister Lauren (21) at the 
family home before he flew out to finish his 
tour of duty which was due to end on October 
14. 

Mr Foster said that while his son was on 
leave his mobile phone was constantly ringing 
non-stop with friends wanting to meet him for 
a drink before he returned to Helmand 
Province where he was serving with the 1st 
Battalion Royal Anglian Regiment. 

Private Foster’s body has been flown to Ox¬ 
ford and is due to be buried with full mili¬ 
tary honours at Harlow’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium on September 14. Hund¬ 
reds of mourners are expected to attend 
the service.

MP insists US witnesses 
should attend inquests 


HARLOW MP Bill Rammell has 
criticised US Government policy 
after it was confirmed that no 
American military personnel will 
attend the inquest into Private 
Foster’s death. 

In the days following the 
tragedy there were calls for co¬ 
operation from the Americans in 
investigations into how the mis¬ 
take could have happened. 

But the US has now confirmed 
that it will not provide witnesses 
for any of the inquests of the 
three soldiers who died. 

Mr Rammell said total co¬ 
operation from everyone was 


essential if future friendly fire 
incidents were to be avoided. 

“I have written to Des Browne 
(Secretary of State for Defence) 
urging an investigation and mak¬ 
ing clear my view that everyone 
involved, including the Ameri¬ 
cans, should co-operate,” he said. 

Mr Rammell added he was 
awaiting a reply from Mr Browne 
but insisted: “I believe we should 
do everything in our power to 
bring about full co-operation 
from the Americans and I have 
made my views on the matter 
clearly known within govern¬ 
ment.”

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Help police to catch 
town's terror terrier 


THE Star is today urg¬ 
ing the people of Harlow 
to help police track 
down a savage dog amid 
growing concerns that 
the animal’s next victim 
could be a child.

ANGRY Staffordshire bull terrier owner 
Michael Wray has criticised police, claiming 
they are not doing enough to catch the 
rogue dog. 

The 43-year-old feels the attacks are giving 
the breed a bad name. 

Mr Wray, of Bishopsfield, has owned 
Staffordshire bull terriers for 14 years and 
said: "It's right of the Star to make an issue 
of it and bring it to people's attention as 
it's a safety issue. 

"I have three Staffies and I love them to 
bits but allowing a dog to run around 
terrorising and attacking other dogs is 
really dangerous and I won't even walk mine 
around here now. 

"It's giving good dogs such as mine a really 
bad name and people are crossing the road 
to avoid them thinking they are dangerous - 
they're not, they are a breed of dog that's 
well-known to like people and especially 
children." 

Police have been actively seeking the dog 
and have carried out stop-checks with 
owners of cross-bread terriers to see if they 
know where it resides.

VICIOUS dogs have been at the centre of a 
BBC investigation. 

Last Wednesday undercover Panorama 
reporters exposed a network of criminal 
gangs which supply illegal pit bull terriers 
for fighting. 

The dogs, banned in the UK and the same 
breed that killed a five-year-old girl in 
Liverpool last year, were smuggled across 
Europe for organised fighting in Northern 
Ireland.

COMMUNITY leaders this 
week paid tribute to Har¬ 
low’s longest serving coun¬ 
cillor who died on Sunday. 

Roy Collyer (73), who had 
been battling cancer, served on 
the council for 30 years. He 
leaves a wife Janet, three sons 
David, John and Simon and three 
grandchildren. 

He is the second veteran district 
councillor to die in three weeks fol¬ 
lowing the death of Jack Jesse. 

In a statement released on behalf 
of the Collyer family, son David (41) 
said: “He will be sadly missed not 
just by us but by all his family and 
friends.” 

Mr Collyer was first elected as a 
Labour member of Harlow Council 
in 1975 and was re-elected to repre¬ 
sent Toddbrook ward last year. 

He served on and chaired various 
committees, took a keen interest in 
personnel matters and chaired the 
council from 1980-81. He received a 
special award for his 30 years of 
service in April 2005. 

Elsewhere, he served on the board 
of the local Primary Care Trust and, 
before retiring, worked as an engi¬ 
neer for BOC and was a leading fig¬ 
ure in the Amalgamated Engineers’ 
and Foundry Workers’ Union and its 
successor Amicus. 

MP Bill Rammell said: “Roy has 
been a friend and someone who I 
have worked with closely for over 20 
years. He brought incredible under¬ 
standing of people and a great 
knowledge of our community that 


was extremely valuable. As a senior 
councillor, member of the PCT but 
most importantly as a community 
leader, he made an enormous contri¬ 
bution to Harlow.” 

Labour joint council leader Tony 
Durcan called Mr Collyer “the best 
councillor you could wish for” and 
added: “We have lost one of our pio¬ 
neers, a true friend and a great hero.” 

Liberal Democrat joint council 
leader Chris Millington said he was a 
first class councillor who “we all 
looked up to.” 

Their sentiments were echoed by 
Conservative group leader Andrew 
Johnson and former Harlow Council 
leader Martin Lawn, who described 
Mr Collyer as “one of the people 
who made Harlow the success it is.” 

Mr Collyer’s funeral takes place 
tomorrow (Friday) at 10am at 
Harlow’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium. All are welcome.

Harlow councillor Mark 
Wilkinson (Lab), who attended the 
funeral, said: “It was a very fitting 
tribute and it was absolutely packed, 
every seat was taken and there were 
people standing around the sides. 

“Jack was very much an individ¬ 
ual councillor who never put politics 
before common sense, always put the 
people of Harlow before politics and 
argued their case as best he could 
every time.”

which may be quicker than 


obtaining a convenient 
appointment with their 
GP.” 

Pharmacists with the 
service can advise on cus¬ 
tomers’ current medica¬ 
tions, the morning-after 
pill and other sexual health 
matters. 

Mr Ruparel added: “The 
consulting room is there 
for anyone who wouldn’t 


want another customer to 
overhear their discussion. 

“If a customer presents 
us with a problem that falls 
outside our remit, we 
would advise them to seek 
medical attention from 
their GP. 

“We are certainly not 
out to take the place of 
doctors but anything that 
helps relieve their work

Dealer caught 
with haul of 
Class A drugs 


A DRUG dealer was this 
week starting a four-year jail 
sentence after he was caught 
with a haul of cocaine and 
heroin in Harlow. 

Garfield Hancel (30), from 
Tottenham, was convicted of pos¬ 
sessing the Class A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

The court heard Hancel, who 
denied the charge, was arrested after 


plain clothes police officers sur¬ 
rounded a car containing the defen¬ 
dant, his girlfriend and another man 
near Edmunds Tower on November 
28 last year. 

They searched the vehicle and 
found 21 wraps of cocaine and 21 
wraps of heroin. 

Lynne Shirley, prosecuting, said 
Hancel was intending to supply the 
drugs because they were in wraps. 

Defence council Siobhan Molloy 
said Hancel maintained he was not 


dealing drugs and that they belonged 
to his former girlfriend. 

But after Hancel was found guilty 
by the jury, Judge Peter Fenn said: 
“You contested this matter and your 
defence involved blaming your for¬ 
mer girlfriend, an account which the 
jury clearly rejected.” 

Sentencing him to four years 
imprisonment, the judge added: 
“Those convicted of supplying or 
possessing Class A drugs quite sim¬ 
ply ruin people’s lives.”

THE two retail centres dominating Harlow’s 
shopping landscape have both seen a huge increase 
in customer numbers. 

The Water Gardens complex announced a 300 per cent 
increase in visits over a 12-month period while the Harvey 
Centre also recorded a similar rise during the past year. 
News of the Water Gardens’ trading success came in the same 
week as the final two empty units in the development were let to 
high-profile fashion retailers The Arcadia Group and Jane 
Norman. 

Rob Williams, partner in management firm Strutt and Parker, 
said: “As part of a strategic programme for the scheme the final 
two units were held back while the scheme established itself as 
the prime shopping pitch for the town. 

“This has now been achieved and its success confirmed by 
attracting two high-profile tenants and strengthening the retail 
mix at the scheme which is now fully let.” 

Meanwhile, Harvey Centre bosses predicted it would welcome 
more than 422,000 shoppers through its 
doors in the week before Christmas this 
year. Letting agents King Sturge said 
this proved the centre was number one 
with consumers in Harlow. 

“The Harvey Centre has an excellent on¬ 
site management team who are 
committed to ensuring that customers 
and tenants are well catered for,” said 
partner Martin Crossley. “When you 
couple this with an excellent tenant mix 
and the prospect of development, the 
Harvey Centre presents a very attractive 
proposition.” 

With both centres claiming to be the 
town’s most popular shopping area, there 
has been critcism from small and 
independent traders that they are losing 
out in the battle for customers 
But Tony Durcan, Labour joint leader of 
Harlow Council, said the rest of the 
town would not miss out on vital 
redevelopment cash. 

“Sometimes it can take a while for an 
area to become attractive to retailers, but 
now all the units are taken it shows that 
the Water Gardens is the place high 
street stores want to be,” he said. 

“We have ambitious plans for the future 
to regenerate other parts of the town 
centre so that the whole town centre, not 
just the southern area, becomes the place 
retailers want to do business.”

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Headbutt thug 
spared jail for 
lecturer attack 


A VIOLENT thug has been 
spared jail for headbutting a 
college lecturer because he did 
not like the way he looked at 
him. 

Steel fabricator David Bull (39), 
of Dunstalls, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday to causing 
actual bodily harm to Stephen 
Chambers but Judge Rodger 
Hayward Smith said that while 
he could send Bull to prison, he 
would instead impose a 
community sentence. 

Mark Halsey, prosecuting, told 
the court the incident happened 
on October 16 last year at The 
Herald pub, in Broadley Road. 
Mr Chambers was playing pool 
with a friend when Bull attacked. 
Mr Chambers’ friend intervened 
to drag Bull away but other men 
sided with Bull and set upon Mr 
Chambers. Bull later told police 
he had headbutted Mr Chambers 
because he thought he was 
looking at him in a funny way 
but regretted his actions. 

Sam Parish, in mitigation, said 
Bull had consumed seven pints 
of cider and another man had 
been “winding him up”, adding: 
“He is so remorseful it will 
make him feel better if he pays 
compensation.” 

Bull was sentenced to 100 hours 
community service and ordered 
to pay £250 compensation to Mr 
Chambers. Another man, Wesley 
Mitchell (29), of Little Cattins, 
Harlow, denied and was cleared 
of actual bodily harm against Mr 
Chambers. 

Call for a wider 
flood text alert 

RESIDENTS of flood-prone 
areas should be warned of 
downpours by text message, 
according to a council chief. 
Harlow Council leader Chris 
Millington wants changes to the 
existing Floodline system so it 
gives advance warning of heavy 
storms - such as those which 
caused havoc on two occasions 
in Harlow last year. 

The Environment Agency alert 
service currently sends text 
warnings to those who 
subscribe, but only of possible 
river and tidal flooding. Mr 
Millington is calling for the 
system to be expanded and has 
written to the Environment 
Agency asking it to consider his 
suggestion. 

Environment Agency chief 
executive Barbara Young said 
there is potential for using 
improved technologies but 
added: “Flash flooding, by its 
very nature, is very hard to 
predict and as a result is very 
hard to provide useful warnings 
for.”

“It’s going to be two years before any¬ 
thing happens so we need to make the most 
of it and run more events here.” 

Following the event, a Renaissance 
spokeswoman said: “We had so many peo¬ 
ple come into the shop and tell us they 
thought it was a good idea so we are looking 
at doing more events in the future.”

A fine take on an

UNDER THE BLACKLIGHT 

Rilo Kiley (album, Warner Bros) 

For someone as beautiful as Jenny Lewis to also be as talented 
may be unlikely - and pretty damn unfair - but it makes for a 
fine fourth album from US four-piece Rilo Kiley.

From the outset, the cinematography certainly has a 
painterly ambience to it, although it doesn’t appear to 
be slavishly aping the look of the artist’s own works. 
Stellan Skargard gives a convincing, understated turn 
as Goya, but the film’s main focus is on those around 
him, particularly ambitious, scheming priest Lorenzo 
(Javier Bardem at his sly, menacing best). 

Opening in 1792, the Catholic Church is at the height 
of its powers and, seeing France descend into bloody 
revolution right on its doorstep, determines to give its 
own peasantry something more pressing to think 
about by reviving the Holy Inquisition. 

The threat this ghastly institution poses comes home 
forcefully to Goya when its agents jail his beautiful 
young model Ines (Natalie Portman) and torture a 
confession from her after she was seen in a tavern 
refusing a pork dish and is therefore assumed to be 
secretly practising prohibited Jewish rites. 

At the behest of her family, Goya approaches his 
client Lorenzo and asks him to intervene - which he 
does, but entirely for his own lascivious ends. 

Goya’s Ghosts is certainly a rousing, gripping slice of 
history, although it prefers to look away from the 
depravities it depicts, and is largely carried by the vivid 
performances of Skarsgard and Bardem. Portman’s 
been on the pointed end of critical jibes for her acting 
abilities but that’s a bit unfair and she does her bit 
entirely adequately.

ANGLO SAXON ATTITUDES 

(Network, 15, retail) 

This involving 1992 TV drama in three feature-length 
episodes about a successful middle-class family 
imploding under the weight of its dark secrets bears 
comparison with the threatening sexual 
undercurrents swirling throughout Grace Metalious’ 
novel Peyton Place. 

Events hover around an archaeological dig on the eve 
of the First World War when a phallic pagan statue 
was found in the grave of a sainted bishop. 

Gerald Middleton (Richard Johnson) is a wealthy, 
esteemed historianr who was there, has reason to 
suspect this ‘archaeological find of the century’ is a 
fraud and, decades later in the twilight of his career, 
begins the painful job of excavating his own past. 

His marriage to the monstrous Danish haus frau Inge 
(Elizabeth Spriggs) is a loveless sham, in sharp 
contrast to the passionate affair he had in his youth 
with Dolly (Tara Fitzgerald), the wife and then widow 
of his best friend. 

She was far too much the free spirit to marry him and 
he has carried a candle ever since; it’s this latent 
passion which begins to illuminate the hidden, 
tangled lives of his own dysfunctional family. 

The periods are very well captured, although the 
abrupt switches in time can take some getting used 
to, and the acting is particularly strong, especially 
Fitzgerald who plays Dolly with a compelling 
lightness of touch.

MONSTER WARRIORS: THE GIANT 
SPIDER INVASION 

(Jetix/Liberation Entertainment, PG, retail) 

Fun superheroics for children and young teenagers, 
the Monster Warriors are four high school kids with 
fairly credible special powers which allow them to 
move swiftly, think on their feet, retain academic 
knowledge and cobble together unlikely weapons 
from household items - all skills they’ll come to need 
as they fight off a succession of giant creatures 
threatening homogenous Capital City. 

Mad film-maker Klaus Von Steinhauer has escaped a 
home for the elderly with a ray gun which brings to 
life his hokey old B-movie monsters and in these first 
seven episodes he unleashes giant spiders, a worm, a 
bee, a dragon, an alligator, an ice monster and a 
kraken. 

Luckily, Luke, Antonio, Tabby and Vanka are on hand 
to research the threat via Von Steinhauer’s crummy 
old movies and then combat it by ingeniously 
employing whatever’s at hand. 

This Canadian TV show feels pitched at the Scooby- 
Doo audience and, while it’s simple plots and B- 
dialogue might leave some adult viewers wanting 
more, it’s got humour to spare and my six-year-old 
daughter ate it up like Godzilla with a plateful of 
tramcars in Bolognese sauce, insisting it was five-star 
excitement all the way.

MADAME SOUSATZKA 

(Network 15, retail) 

There’s more than a whiff of Harold And Maude’s 
cross-generational friendship in this likeable 1988 
British drama as Shirley MacLaine’s eccentric music 
teacher of the title seeks to bring out the best in 15- 
year-old prodigy Manek (Navin Chowdhry) while 
simultaneously nurturing him to be the right kind of 


man as he crosses the threshold into adulthood. 
Beneath her gruff but undeniably passionate facade of 
rouged old tyrant she buries a lifetime of dreams 
dashed by her own virtuoso pianist mother and can’t 
resist living vicariously through her student, even as 
he finds the temptations of a successful career 
prematurely dangled before him by an ambitious 
agent. 

MacLaine is excellent as Sousatzka and is surrounded 
by talented support such as Peggy Ashcroft, Geoffrey 
Blayldon and Shabana Azmi as Manek’s financially 
harried mother, crafting a film in which a sad 
nostalgia bouys moments of wry comedy and some 
delightful musical interludes. It’s a pity director John 
Schlesinger thought to include the pretty but 
abysmally limited Twiggy in his cast, but there you go.

MAN IN THE MIRROR: THE MICHAEL 
JACKSON STORY 

(Scanbox Entertainment, PG, retail) 

What to say about this trashy, preposterous TV biopic 
about tainted idol Jackson other than, given its 
subject matter, it probably could not have been 
otherwise. 

Loosely charting his career in tabloid-sized bites, it’s 
an inadvertent hoot from its start with the Jackson 
Five to its finish in the ludicrous environs of his 
Neverland retreat amid allegations of child abuse, 
plastic surgery and all-round loopiness. 

The acting by not-quite-lookalikes is uniformly terrible 
(Flex Alexander plays Jackson like some sort of cross 
between a mentally challenged five-year-old and a 
space alien) and it’s hamstrung further by the fact it 
wasn’t allowed to include a note of his music. 

Still, browsers of celebrity pap such as Heat will 
probably lap it up.

He then joined Mark Hunt and 
Sam Watts and ran the first leg in the 
victorious 4x400m U-17 relay race, 
clocking 54.5s. 

But Mark was the cream of the 
crop. The youngster has now left 
Passmores School in Harlow and 
this week began studying for his A- 
Levels at The Bishop’s Stortford 
High School sixth form. 

He could also feature on Channel 
4, which is showing coverage of the 
UK School Games held at the end of 
August. 

Mark represented the Eastern 
Region at the Games and was part of 
the 4x400m relay team. 

Channel 4 will be showing high¬ 
lights of the event, which took place 
in Coventry, on successive weekends 
on September 16 and 23.
